mult the Papiſtes, in the pꝛ diſcredityng

ſpouſe of God, to commit ſo many fowle 
ſpirituall whoꝛedomes, with idolatries, 
hereſies and peldyng her ſelfe to be abuſed 
ok ſtrangers: 

So appeareth it euidentlp that, if vio-

upeng warre agaynſt the kyng , within 
the realme,and murderpng hys ſubieges: 
if counterfaityng the kynges copne o: 
ſeales: it annexyng hys ſcales to falſe wꝛi⸗ 
tynges: if abatyng hys copne , by clippyng 
02 otherwiſe : if vtterance of ſuch fo:ged, 
oz abated ware: if diſcredityng the Pꝛin⸗ 
ces wo2d and authozitie,and auauncyng 
their owne aboue it: ifdenpeng the kinges 
right to bys kyngly office : if takyng from 
him hys royal ſtile name e dignitie: if co2- 
ruptyng bys wife with adulterie: if any of 
| theſe, 
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theſe,{fall theſe together, be bye freaſon: 
Papiltes are hye traitozs to the mateſtte 
of almightie God. 

But theſe parhappes may be thought 
to be but allegozicall oz figuratine trea- 
ſons, (ſo litle the matters of God do moue 
vs) and in the eye and conſideration of the 
law of the realme they are none other, pet 
are they in very dede truely treaſons & of- 
fenſes agaynſt the hycſt maicſtie, euen the 
ſame maicſtie by whom kvnges do reigne 
and are vpholden , and the lame maieſtie 
foz which kynges ought to be carcfull , it 
they will haue bym to p2ouide fo2 they;

attender. thilp lined, that the Queenes Paieſties 
mo noble father after a time bythem li⸗ 
mited ,'was not King of England one 
houre in the fight of God ; The like in⸗ 
terpꝛetation did Papiſtes make of king 
John. And Þapiltes haue publiſhed that 
' Ooſpellers , whom they call heretikes, 
ought not to haue any office among Gods 
people, much teſſe a kingdome.

licie, o2 ſo to come from your ſelfe as pou 
could not choſe , then is your thanke fo far 
loſt as there is no hope that euer any ſuch 
meane can reclaime a Papiſt. 

Surely he that regardeth not the hyeſt 
dutic, will neuer regarde the meaneſt. 
The dutie of the loue o2 feare of God can 
not hold a Papiſt from blaſphemie againſt 
God. The dutie ol faith + allegeante to his 
Pꝛinte tan not kepe a Papiſt from trea- 
ſon to his Pꝛince. The dutie of deare loue 
to his natural countrep can not withdzaw 
a Papiſt from aſſenting to, vea and pꝛocu⸗ 
ring the ſpoyle, deſtruction, bondage, and 
alienation of his countrey, as J haue al- 
redy pꝛoued. The dutie of kinde and na- 
turall pitie can not ſtap a Papiſt from 
murdering the feble ſexe, noꝛ the ſilly ten⸗ 
der infancie,no2 reuerend eldeſt age. The 
dut ie of familiaritie in youth, of frendſhip 
in grauer peares, of continuall ſocietie du⸗ 
ring all the life paſſed, with heapes of 
mutuall commodities, can not puli backe 
a Papiſt from imma nitie of ſacrificing his 
dereſt frendes, The dutie ol honoꝛ of Chil⸗ 
zen 


d2en fo parentes, oz loue of parentes to 
childꝛen, remoueth not a Papiſt from vn⸗ 
naturall crueltie. The dutic of entier lone 
and felowlhip betwene man and wife, hol- 
deth no place in the hart ofa Papiſt. Ns 
dutie of kinred, no eſtimation of learning 
t vertue, no god reſpect that moueth god 
men to loue & compaſſion, once toucheth a 
ſtubburne Papiſt. Al theſe duties we haue 
ſene bꝛoken, yea neglected and thꝛowen 
away by Papiſtes. And is there hope that 
clemencic can ſo karre winne them, as to 
hold them in truth to the Pꝛince, from 
whom they receiue it, if oppoztunitie 
ſerue tob2ing them out of her danger, oz 
her highneſle into their danger, which 
God fo2bid?

tymes paſt, and ſome other both then and 
ſince haue openly vttered. Agapne where 
they ſuppoſe theyꝛ aunceſters and frendes 
ſoules, fo2 lacke of the helpe which the 
Nucene kepeth from them, to lye in vn⸗ 
ſpeakeable peynes : wherealſo they ſups 
poſe their owne ſoules to lacke their ghoſt⸗ 
ly comfo2tes, them ſelues to be cut from 
Gods church beyng ſeueredfrom the pope 
the hed thereof: chieflp where they thinke 
not onely them ſelues, but alſo they2 chil⸗ 
dꝛen and poſteritie fo2 euer, to be by the 
ſettyng fo2th of this Religion which the 
Quenes hyghneſſe auaunceth, dꝛawen in⸗ 
to a continuall dangerous ſtreame and 
vnrecouerable tate of damnation, And 
where all this whyle they are further per⸗ 
ſuadedl as they mulk nedes be, if they think 
the Romane church catholike t the Pope 
the hed therok, and the catholike church 
and the hed thereof to be pꝛeſerued from 
pollibilitie of erroꝛ) that by fo2ce ofthe 
Popes ſentence and ſoz ſchiſmaticall and 
varepentant ſwaruyng from hys church, 
her Maieſtie is not in Gods ſight tuft 
Quene of this realme, with rememb2ing

how farre thep thinke they may o2 ought, 
when they dare , to ſhonne her as a perſon 
excommunicate, and to withdzaw from 
her all ayde , relief, ſeruice and obe 
dience:is it, trow pou, to be thought that 
ſuch benefites as they receiue in clemen⸗ 
cie and otherwiſe , which pet they impute 
to Gods pꝛeſeruing them foꝛ the holyneſſe 
of they2 cauſe, oꝛ to thepꝛ owne policies in 
deceiupng her, are hable to wepe done 
thoſe depe and eternall conſiderations of 
miſeries which they beleue them ſelues to 
ſuſtayne by her meanes: It is not poſſible, 
beyng ſo perſuaded of her right to the 
croune , and of the Popes power ouer her 
croune and perſon, as they be, i hyle they 
thinke them ſelues true Fſraclitcs , the 
choſen people of God, and the Pope thep2 
Poſes oꝛ rather Chzift , what accompt 
make they of the pꝛince, whom they ſerue, 
| other than as of Pharao?s2 make they any 
moze conſcience of withdzawpng all du⸗ 
ties from the P2incc and theyꝛ whole cons 
frep , than the Jſraelites dyd of robbpng 
the Egyptians , how fapꝛe ſoener they 
ſpake, pꝛompſed, oꝛ bound them ſcites 
when they boꝛrowed they? iewelles? Ma⸗ 
ny ſuch examples haue ben ſeen in ber

Maieſties moſt noble p2ogenito2s dapes, 
but moſt chiefely and moſt euidently in 
her owne, 

Df lpke truth it is that Papiftrie being 
an hereſie, oꝛ rather a bondle made vp of 
an infinite nomber of hereſies, mutt nedes 
haue the pꝛopertie of bereſie, to floꝛiſh 
with indulgence and lenitie , We ſe the 
lykc example in the ſec of Arrians, which 
vnder hercticall -Emperours excedingly 
encreaſced, and beyng ones condemned 
t reſtrayned by puniſhment , hath wozne 
away to a few, Sofarre as kyng Benry 
the vii. went in refozming religion, which 
was to aboliſh the pꝛimacie of Rome out 
of this realme (a noble conqueſt) with cer⸗ 
taine groſſe idolatries: dyd not the ſeueri⸗ 
tie ofhys lawes , the awe of hys perſon, 
t the dꝛed of due execution, ſo hold downe 
thoſe partes of Papiſtrie which he ſup⸗ 
pꝛeſſed, that they durſt not ones ſhew 
them ſelues in hys dapes? and pet in the 
ſame tyme the greuous law of ſire Ar- 
tickes made agaynſt Gods truth, and ſini⸗ 
ſtcrly pꝛocured by Popiſh clergie, noꝛ vet 
the earneſt inquirie, noꝛ cruell crecutyng 
of it by Byſhops + other, could hold downe 
the truth of the Golpell , but that it bzaks 
out 
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out moꝛe and moꝛe bpon them. Ths rea- 
ſon is, that Papiſtrie and Chꝛiſtian truth 
haue two ſeuerall endes: truth reſpecteth 
heauen, and Papiſtrie the woꝛld. Wherby 
they2 adnentures enterpꝛiſes are con 
monly diuerſe: the Papiſt dare boldly ſet 
vpon any miſchief , where he hath hope to 


auaunce hys falfehode: The Chziſtian 


dare conſtantly abpde any tozment ro 
geue witneſſe of Gods truth. And ſuch 
qualitie of Gods truth haue the auncient 
fathers deſcribed , when one of them cal⸗ 
leth the bloud of Party2s the water to 
water Gods garden, an other ſayth that 
they encreace with cuttyng downe, and o- 
ther in other maner haue expꝛeſſed the 
ſame meanyng. 

But now being vnder a Chꝛiſtian Pꝛince 
in dayes of reſt ( bleſſed be almighty God, 
and long pꝛeſerued be her maieſtie the in⸗ 
ſtrument of it) as it is not mete that Gods 
Church, after Julian the Apolkataes 
maner, be perſecuted to make it encreace, 
but holden downe with god diſcipline fo2 
maners that it grow not wilde and runne 
out into wanfonneſſe,ſo is not the Church 
of the Deuill tobe mainteined and multt- 
plied with indulgence, winking and flack-

neſſe of coꝛrection, but with god ſe neritit 


to be reſtrepned, that it grow not to ſuch 
rankneſſe to choke the true church in dede. 
The licentiouſneſle of Papiſtes ſpeach is 
Areat, they dare do and ſay they care not 
what, they haue their aſſemblies and oz⸗ 
dinarp conferences together, their leude 
and ſeditious bokes, and ſuch courage as

in ſimoniacall heapes: Cathedzall Chur⸗ 


ches are ſtuffed with them, as dennes ol 
theues: they are in offices: the meaner 
ſoꝛt depend vpon them, and partly by ex⸗ 
ample, partly by common vefire to crepe 
into fauour of their ſuperiozs , and partly 
alſo foz that the great ones are loth te 
haue other about them, are pertlonſly in⸗ 
fected; the very ſpyes and pzomoters of 
Qucene Maries time, without _ of 
their 


their opinion are cheriſhed marke mcn 
againft an other day. Percie may haue 
her exteſſe, and clemencie may be great 
crueltie, when it ouerſloweth to the god 
mans danger. 

Pet is not my minde that foz mens 
baze opinions oꝛ miſtakinges in confro- 7 


uerſies of religion, being other wiſe honeſt ; ple opmi⸗ 
and ciuile men, i where the ſame extend ons. 


not to participation of treaſon, oꝛ to thoie 
Articles that implie a dangerous mea ⸗ 
ning to the ſtate, they ſhould be byandby 
deſtroyed, but reſtrapned from inſolence 
and licentious ſpꝛeding of their erroꝛs, 
and with doctrine t examples be reduced, 
but ſpectally that confidence be repoſed 
in men that be better aſſured. Such mas 
ner of crueltie were to imitate Papiſtes, 


rather than to cozrect Papiſtes, Meaner 


puntſhmentes than the paines of treaſon 
ar meter. Conuenient diſcipline, comming 
after god teaching, were p2ofitable, But 
thoſe of them that in tyme paſt haue bene 


Hepebiters , and hetherto ſhew no true O thepes 
repentance, it is likely that they haue the rious _=_ 


common qualit ie ofolde ſhepebiters, they 
will neuer leaue it, and they cannot be 
kept without danger ok the flocke and 
ſtate 


ſtate , Ot this may Gardiner and Boner 
(whom God hath ſent from hence, J dare 
not ſay taken from hence) be notable ex- 
amples, Many moe there haue bene and 
be; and ſome ofthcſe that be, remaine not 
onely in her Paieſties power, but alſo in 
her charge. 

The other Concluſions following haue 
great difference from thele wherof Jhaue 
made ſome explication. Df theſe pet no- 
thing ſo large an explication haue J made 
as truth is well and eaſily able to furniſh, 
nether can J ſo well make it as the expe⸗ 
diente of the cauſe aſketh to gene the van⸗ 
tage gf cloquence to the gadneſſe of the 
matter, to helpe to dzaw it into credit and 
effect of well mouing. But being as it is, 
rude and true, great conning and finencſſe 
is the leaſt ne defull, where thoſe foz whom 
it is molt intended are ſo wiſe as it is farre 
mo2e eaſie foz naked troth to enfozme 
them, than foꝛ any gay ſpeach fo leade 
them.

God offereth to that end, be not refuſed oꝛ 
negleccd , which were to tempt God, to 
fozlake his cauſe, to betray our noble

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Pꝛinte, and to geue away oꝛ rather caſt 
away the realme 


. Theſe be the daylp and nightly pzavers 
of god ſubiectes. And while we buſte our 
ſeines with theſe pꝛaiers, we do after 
our p2incipall confivencein Godes god- 
neſſe,relf our ſeiues vpon the truſt ofher 
Maieſtic and her moſt honoꝛable Coun⸗ 
ſell. foꝛ whom we pꝛapſe God, and to them 
we rekerre the guiding of vs and ours, 
ready to follow them, when we are com- 
maunded with the vitermoſt of our pow- 


er and perill, knowing how they ſpare not 
* their vttermolt cndeuour and peri!l, with 


ſuſteyning the molt vnpleaſant life, God 
wot, that may be, fo2 our fakes, foꝛ our 
quiet, pꝛofite and defenſe.

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religion of God alone, render your alle⸗ 
geante to your p2ince alone, liue in bond 


of co:1ntrep with Engliſh men alone. Ac⸗ 


knowledge how God hath (ent his truth 
to ſhine vpon you, her maieſtie hath pou⸗ 
red all benefifes of her god gouernaunce 
among you, ber true ſubicctes deſire every 
wap both in ſoule and body to be comfdꝛ⸗ 
table to you , Put of onely the cankerd 
affecion o2 rather paſſion of inhumanitie, 
Do but once come home from thoſe artt⸗ 
tles that tan not ſfand with out treafon 
to the p2ince and fate , bynde not your 
ſelues, pour foules and fayth to the autho⸗ 
ritie of any moꝛtall and ſinful{ man, geus 
euer infinitty to God , reſoꝛt fapthfully to 
him, pꝛap deuoutely to him, to ſhew you 
his truth by his owne woꝛde.
